Servetus his Books, by the diligence 
of ( alv;rwere burnt, not at Geneva ons 
ly,vur in other places, Yet I confeſſe, 
in my life-time | have ſeen one Copy of 
Serucius his book in Latine 3 wherein 
truly I found not choſe things, which 
Ca/vin objeRs againſt him, Michael Ser- 
Vis, by te pr curement of Caluin,was 


bu 6ralive :r Geneva in the year 1553, 


Whert Meianfb9 wrote of Servetus after 
that time, he had from Calvin. Orccolam- 
padius ſeems to have known him in Hel- 
vetia before that ; but he thought him 
firto be exploded, nor killed : Bur Cal- 
via ſpeaketh of himſelf : I willingly ac- 
knowledg and own it , that the accuſer 
came forth from me. He adds, It is nor 
only free for the Magiſtrates to puniſh the 
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corrupters of heavenly dofrine, but that» 
which #nskilful men will not allow to be 
lawful jor them, i commanded them by 
God, And in an Epiſtle to Farellus rou- 
ching the ſame Servetus : I hope at leaſt 
be will be ſextenced oo death.

Of Calvin's impatience, 


With what humanity Calviz was wont 
ro entertain ſuch as differed from him 
in opinion , is apparent in his writings, 
Cafteil:o,becauſc he oppugned that Pre» 
deſtination which Calvin taughr , he 
calls nebulonem & Satanan :; Cornhet» 
rius, & nebulonem & canem :; The wris 
ter of the office of a pious man ia this dif- 
ference of Religion ( whicb was Caſſar- 
der, but was thought by him to be Bal- 
dunks) he ſtileth fronts ferree hominem, 
pietatss expertem, profanum,'mpudentem, 
impoſtorem, &c, When Balduin had op» 
poſed himſelf againſt that writing , he 
cals him bominem nibil!, obſcenj canem, 
3mprobum falſariam, &c. He cals Caſſau- 
de dvYdd) ,mureſum, lamiam, laruvam, 
ſerpeatem , peſtem , carnificem, Beſides, 
Bucer (1 will ſpeak what is true, chough 
fome would not have it ſpoken ) he did

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write theſe moſt true words : Zuditas, 
prout amas vel 0dif1:; amas autemvel odio 
ſti, prot libet, Thou judgeſt accordin 
to thy love or hatred ; Thou loveſt an 
hateſt as thy liſt is, Yea,. & for his blov.

Of Adam and his Innocency. 


The Apoſtle Paul oppofing the earth» 
ly 4darsto the ſpiritual , confiders A- 
damas he was tirſt created , not as fal- 
ten, Whence it follows,that we have an- 
other nature from Chriſt,then we ſhould 
have had, if Adam had perfiſted in his 
primitive condition , and begotten his 
].ke. Yer, thar a certain Innocency was 
in Adam before he ſinned , no under- 
ſanding man can deny. Nor do I diſ- 
pute what God would have done with 
him, had he perſiſted in obedience, I 
freely leave cycry man to the liberty of 
his own judgement in rhis point, Bur, 
( this ſecrer counſel of God being laid 
afide } that a celeſtial life was not pro- 
miſed him , but a terreftriabonely , the 
Scripture plainly ſpeaks, Nor could he 
certainly promiſe ro himſelf rhat which 
God had net promiſed him, And the

Of Grace and Free-will, 


Pelagius thought the external pred'. 
cation of the Word ſufficient ro beger 
righteouſnefſe ; the interiour he rhoughr 
to-happen to ſome, bur not to be neceſ- 
ſary, Bur, that the Free-will of man 1s 
ſub- joyned & con-joyned to thar grace 
working inwardly, this is not an errour 
of Pelagius, bur Catholick ſenſe, wh ch 
is acknowledged by all the writers of the 
three beſt Ages , and by the Biſhops of 
Rome , who anſwered the Africh and 
Gallick upon this queſtion. * Yer doth 
not Grace depend upon Free-will , be- 
cauſe Grace worketh how far, and how 
much ir pleaſerh ; nor leaveth working, 
bur becaulc ic will, for juſt cauſes,

Of the Body of Chriſtra the Sacrament. 

Thar the Body of Chriſt is in the Eu- 
charift after a fingular manner, D. Rivet | 
acknowledgeth ; he denies the mfanec 
ro be fubſtanrizl. Bur that which the 
ſigns reſtifie is really and-rruty received, 
D.Rivet's Gallich Confeffion ſaith, Cal- 
vis, Beza,and Sadeel fay, that the B»dy 
and Blood is received ſubſtantially, The 
difficulty ariſerh from the words diver- 
fly underſtood. Fgr D. River by the ſub- 
ſtantial manner, gnderftands the quan- 
ticative, which no Catholick would ac- 
knowledge. Bur, chavrhis manner is ſo 
ſubſtantial ,. thar ic is ſpiritual, the C?= 
tholicks confeffe., The ſubſtance of every 
thing is that which ischiefe, which is 
ative ; for which the reſt are, 1n this. 
Sacrament, which conſiſts of inviſible 
rhings and viſible, the chief i» the body 
and bloud of eur Lord :: the reft are ac- 
counted as accidents. 


Of Juſtification, 

In this controverſic of Juſtification 
many triumphyas if they had brought us 
light from heaven, chat was unknown 
very many Ages. Bur I will fincerely 
ſpeak, what I haye learned our of much 
icading of the Greeks.and Latins , who 

have 
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have writren upon Paxls Epiſtle to the 
Romans. Chriſt is eur Righteouſnefſe, 
ſo as he is our San&ificarion : 3, e. the 
cauſe both of our Righrcoufneſs and 
SanRification. For by faith in Chrift 
we arc juſtified, char is, purified and 
freed from vices, Being thus freed, God 
uſerh us, loves and honours us as juſt 
and righteous : end in token of higheſt 
fr.endſhip gives us his holy Spirit, by 
whom we produce, or ought to produce 
works truly heroical, that is, heavenly.. ' 
So they that were righteous Tſadzhim 
are made alſogood men Chaſdim in the 
higheſt degree. Now, faith is ſaid ro be 
imputed for rightcouſneſſe , or ( which 
is tte ſame ) cighreouſnefſe by faith, be- 
cauſe' God accounts it for an a very 
excellenr,as of old the zeal of Phinehas.. 
Ot the righteouſneſſe of Chriſt impu- 
ted to us, as Ewe had performed ir all 
and of faith , whoſe office ic is ro em» 
brace that righteouſneſs fo impured, ere 
is not one word in the facred letters.. 
Thar faith which is ſo much commend- 
ed is this, whercby we belicye Chriſt, to- 
have ſuffered,dicd, and riſen again from: 
the dead ; and therefore ,, thots rhings 
ro be E-ue which he brought us in Gods. 
Name , cither by way of precepr or of: 
promalc.. 
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promiſe, Mcan-while , *tis true , that 
God forgives them , who are purged 
from vices, their former crimes ; and 
that he doth for Chriſt his ſake, who 
hath obtained it for us: For God was not 
bound to forgive them. Burt unlefle God 
' had forgiven us our fins, he would nor 
give us that greateft gifr, which in this 
life can be conferred on men , his holy 
Spirit, Forthat is a ſure Teſtimony of 
his paternal love, and of this inthe 
higheſt degree, That the ſayings of 
Paul rend hither, and that this his ſenſe, 
both by the force of his words, andthe 
ſeries of his diſcourſe, we tiuſt we ſhall 
make manifeſt in our Annotations, In 
the mean-time TI entreat thoſe that doubt 
to read the Greeks, Chryſoſtom, Orcu- 
menins , TheopbylafF ,, or the Latines 
alſo, Ambroſe and Hierom ; they will 
finde them to have thought the fame 
that I ſay, And what maryel is it, if 
Ged for his rightcouſn. ſe approve ef 
thar righteouſneſſe which himſelf hath 
made inus, and which is therefore cal- 
led the righteowſncf8 of God, and which 
doth many wayes excel the legal righ- 
reouſnefle, and all that proceeds from 
humane ftrength ? For God cannet 
chulg but loye what is his own, Nor 
doth.

death G2d , when h: looks upon men 
converted by himſclf, and unto him- 
ſelf, lookup-n them as finners ( asthe 
word is taken in Scripture) bur as pur- 
ped and freed from fin. And thence 
ariſerh that joyful peace of conſcience, 
becauſe unto ſuch , God ( as we have 
now [aid ) for Chriſt's ſake hath pro- 
mi'ed indulgence of their former 

crimes, | 
Now the honour and glory of all 
rightcouſnefle which is found in Chrie 
ſtians returns unto God and Chrift. 
For faith is the gift of God, and by 
Chriſt, not by works , bur by him thar 
calleth. And this is the ſeed of righte- 
ouſneſſe . and: all the fruit is eſteemed 
ro be in the ſeed, How eafic a way here 
is to a reconciliation , were it not for 
Scholaſtick ſubtleties, and an unpeace- 
able minde, Bucer ſhews upon the ſe- 
cond Pſalm , not of Steven*s Edition, 
which is plainly corrupt and depraved, 
as for the moſt part the Genevias Edi- 
tions are, burof the Argentorate: Nox 
poſſum non ſanius judicium optare qui= 
buſ/dam, &c, I cannot but wiſh a ſound= 
er judgement to ſome , who in theſe our 
times have troubled many with this para- 
dox , That we ave ſaved by faith alone. 
Ther 
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when yet they ſaw this was ſo interpreted 
as if they d d define righteouſneſſe by the 
ſole opinion or perſwaſion of the minde, 
did ſeclude good works. what charity now' 
u that , which doth not vexch-ſafe one 
word to cure this malady,by ſaying we are 
juſtified by faith formed or conſummate; ov 
by fatth we attain a willingneſs to ds good 
works, & ſo attain to righteouſneſſe ; or, 
faith is the foundation and yoot of a good 
life, as Auſtin ſaid, No# is ay man vert- 
ly te be offended with the trath. See the 
ſame Bucer's preface to his Commenta- 
ries upon the four Evangeliſts, which a!- 
ſo is purpoſely omirred in Steve's edi- 
tion, Melanfhon roo , in his letters e> 
' Toachamms Camerarius oft complain, he 
only 9bjexRion againſt him was, that he 
iferh good works a little roo much; 
Bar, fairh he, T ſay , not ſuch horrid 
chings as others, and choſe things that 
are both true and profitable, 


Touching Forgruentſs of fin. 
Luke 23. 34» 


Whar Eſajasfore-rold , thar Chriſt 
ſhould pray for the rranſgreflours , the 
fame Luke declares he did in theſe 
words :: Father ,. forgive them, for they 

| know 
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know not what they do.Here ix not meant 
full and perfe& remiſſion, which follows 
repentance, but remiſſion with a certain 
r:ſpe&, or abſolution of a certain pu- 
niſhment which might then have been 
inflited on them, Thoſe words require 
this ſenſe: for they know uot what they do, 
For it follows not thence , that they 
ought to obtain a plenary pardon,which 
i» not given bur to the penicent , ſuch 
as they were not at that time ; burthar 
they might not be dealt with rigorouſly, 
ro wit, by ſhutting up againfthem the 
ways of repentance. 


Of Predeſtination, 


The place, Rom, 8. 30 is carried vio- 
lently by Dr. Rivet to his Predeſtinati- 
on, whereas in all that Chapter the diſ- 
courſe 15 of deſtination to the Croſle ; 
which deſtination they , when they are 
able , by oppolite force avoid, or even 
prevent, If any man doubt of ir, let him 
read the Hiſtory of Geneva reſtored, 

The diſtinftion of Gods antecedent 
will,and conſequent, we have in Damaſ- 
cex dg orthodoxa fide, 11.79. and more: 
at large in dialogo cum Manicheo not far 
fron the end, As for Predeſtination un 
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doth not ſignif in rhe Scriprures thar 
which many conceive , but an Ordina- 
tion of thoſe benchrs whereby we are 
condudted to ſalvation , andis alwayes 
taken in the betrer ſenſe. 


Touching certainty of ſalvation, 


Auſtin and other Fathers teach, thar 
weare indeed certain of the reward , if 
we perſeyere;and this is the faich which 
' cannot be deceived ; but of perſeve- 
rance it ſelf we are uncertain ; yer fo, 
that the more every one proceedeth in 
piery, the more hope he hath, fear being 
not alrogerher excluded. Axftin alſo 
faich, no man is certain of his Predefſti- 
nation,withour divine revelation ; And, 
faich joyned with charity, and regene- 
ration, are not certain tokens of Prede- 
ſtination, becauſe many that had that 

faith, and were regenerated , nor onely 
fail , bur eternally periſh, The regene- 
rate, ſomeperſeucying to the end go hence, 
others arc bere detained until they fall a- 
way : De bono perſever, To ſome, whom 
be bath regenerated in Chriſt, to whom be 
bath given fatth, hope, and charity, God 
grveth not perſeverance, cod, lib, Some 
regenerate and juſtified perſon relapſetb 
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into an evill life by his own will ; De cor- 
rep. & Grar, Therefore no man can be 
ſecure, until this life, which is atemptath- 
0n upon ear.h , be conſummate, De bono 
pe: ſever, Bur indeed, as Melan, writes 
to 7oachimus Camerarius,there are ſome 
paracoxes born in Zeno's School, which 
are not rightly father'd upon Auſtin, 


Of the Angel ia th: Revelation,c 1.1. 


The Angel is bur one in every 
Church ( where yet long before were 
many Presbyters ) ſocalled becauſe the 
Hebrews ( whoſe example the &gyptians 
alſo followed, as we learn by a place of 
Diodorus Siculus in Photins) Riled their 
ch'ef Prieſts, ro whom the Biſhops in 
the Church are correſpondent , by the 
name of Angels, Chriſt himſclf diſtin- 
gu.thes rhe Church and the Angels: the 
Candleſticks are the Churches, and the 
S4ats fore the Angels of the Church, 
Jerom called the Angels Prefidenrs of 
the Church, Auſtin : Sub Angels nomine 
laudatur prepoſitus Eccleſia, And the 
ſame is the explication of Bullinger, 
Bexa , Reinolds. One of theſe Angels 
was Polycaspus , the Prefident of the 
P:ewbytery at Smyrna, conſtituted there 


by 


by Jobs the Apoitle. Ireneu 3. 3. Poly- 
carpus Was not enely inſtru ted by the A- 
p3ſiles, and a companion of miny of them 
that bad ſeen onr Lerd;but alſo ciftituted 
Biſhep by the Apoſtles in Aſia inthe church 
of Smyrna: whom al[o we ſaw in our firſt 
age. For be continued long,and being vey 
old, by a moſt glorious & moſt xoble Mar- 
tyrdom departed ont of this life, Tert, de 
przſcripr, hzr, After this manner the 4- 
poſtolical Churches bring down their 4c- 
count 2 as the Church of Smyrna relates 
Polycar pus placed there by John. Adverſ, 
Marcion.4. The order of Biſhops jollowed 
u) to ts original, will land pon John the 
Author, The Synod of Chalcedon, AQts 
1t. From 5, Timothy watill now, 27 Bi- 
ſhops were all mede & ordained at Ephe- 
ſts. I much cftcem rhe incomparable 
diligence ot B/ondellus, and | adviſe all 
to read his Books ; yet with judgement, 
For it is no wonder, if that learned man 
be ſom-rimes carried afide by his affc- 
Qion to his own party, and finde evali- 
ons, aSwhen in Trenens 3, 3, he inter- 
prets tbe more potent principality to be 
meant of rhe Empire, when the Church 
ist2 be underinod , as appears by the 
reaſon added, becauſe there hath been 
always conſcryed the Apoſtelical Tra- 
dition, Of

To the places * hunt which are 
brought ro prove the neceflity of bapti= 
zing Infants, what may be apfwerced. 
He that will may learn out of Cardinal 
Perrou's Aniwer to Cauſabon's Epiſtle, 
cap.8, For my part, I acquieſce in the 
authority. of the Church, ro whom God 
bath given the >acraments , and ſome 
right over them, There was a ume when 
the Eucbariſt was given to Infants. This 
cuſtome is vaniſht , yer not as abſurd, 
butun-necefſary, To defer Baptiſm till 
ripe years, was in old time left at liber- - 
ty. Now the obſcrration is otherwiſe, 
and yer eyen now there is no certain 
time of receiving Baptiſm defined by the 
Church, Heze is gotbing againſt the 
Scripture, Great hath always been the 
liberty of the Churchyin the rime,place, 
and manner of ſuch things. T hee ac 
ſome lately born that believe otherwik : 
yer themſelyes neither baptize the pet- 
fons naked , nor dipthem under water, 
which is ſignified by.che word Gaw)igew, 
Auſtin ſaid well againſt Creſconus :

_ Þrofera tur e xemplum, &c. Though exams 
ple be not braught ont of Canomc al Seri-

ptures when we praftiſe this that bath 
pleaſed the univerſal Church, commended 
to us bythe authority of the ſame Scrt- 
ure. 
Of Tranſubſtantiation, 

In the Sacrament of the Euchariſt, 
Medrevins ſaith . rhere is norto be ur 
derſtood any Phyſical Tranſubſtantia- 
tion, bur Mcraphyſical, or rather The- 
ological : and we may add Theurgical,. . 
As the word ſubſtance is nor taken by 
all in thc ſame mannen:forthe Ariftote- 
lean Phyloſophers rake ir one way, the 
.Hermerich another , and the Platonick 
another ; So alſo the word Tranſubſtan- 
tiation ; or, if you had rather follow the 
Greek, * Tranſelementation. I belicye 
many Proteſtants are not offended with 
the word ( which may receive as com» 
n.o4ious an interpretation, as the word 
Sroloxos) but with ſome explications »f 
the School- men;which they may if they 
pleaſe, lay by, and keep to that which 

| ali che Catholicks acknowledpg., Thus

\-her durſt contemn , nor held ir neceſ-

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ſary roafficm, And Proſper writing to 
the ſame Celeſtize in his own name, and 
of his Collegiies in Galia, thatu 
review of former opinions, almoſt all 
are found to'concurre in _the ſame ſen- 
rence , ' holding the” predeſtination of 
God to be according to his pre- ſcience; 
thereby informs us, cither that Auſtin's 
Opinion was nor that which ſome pre- 
rend , or that his opinion was new. In

opinion hath been much confirmed by 
the divine Apocaly pſc,ſhewing to Fobn, 
and by him to us , that the Martyrs 
before the time of the univerſal Reſure 
reion , do reign with Chriſt :: For 
they cannot reign without fome know- 
ledge of affairs. And ir ſcerns by the 
precedent words , this viſion is refet- 
red rotherimes afrer Conſtantine, wheres 
in the Martyrs were more publikely ho- 
noured then before , not onely by the 
Chriſtians, bur by God himſelf ,. by che 
cures daily happening at the places de- 
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ſome ) how doth that knowledge come 
unto the Martyrs at ſo great a diſtance ? 
This is not hard to be underſtood , if 
we.remetmber that the Prophers alſo li- 
yiog in this grofſe body had the like 
priviledge, Eliſha ſaw what Gebexy did 
bring abſent; Exechiel in Chaldea ſaw

23. condemns 
nor all wil-worſhip : for ſohe had alſo 
condemned Abe's ſacrifice , becauſe ir 
came not from givine command, bur 
from humane inſtitution, as the ancients 
think : bur this is itthe Apcftle blames, 
that thoſe voluntary wor ſhips were pre-

' The place in 2 Tim, 3.46, hath ano+ 
ther ſenſe cheti ſome do think, For Þ au! 
ſairh nor, All Scriprure is inſpired from 
God : for how many Scriprutes are there - 
of hugnane. wit? Nor is it his meaning, 
that all is inſpired from God, that is in- 
ſpired. That were 'a yain ſpeech, Bur 
thus All Scripture, which is” inſpired 
from God (1, ec; the propherical'word, 
as Peter ſpeaks, 2,19, ) did nor onely 
ſerve in it's rimeto ſhew the pi#-ſcience 
of God , and ro give authority to the 
Prophers, bur is always profitable , be- 
cauſe ir doth -alſo contain documents 
of perpetual uſe, reprehenſions of viee, 
excitementsto righteouſnefle. The Syri- 
ac Interpreter rightly gives this ſenſe : 
In the Scripture which is given by. the 
Spirir, there is utility for do&rine, & 6;

* Secondly, If there be ſome pious wits 
neſſes , wiſe, and of great authority in 
the Church, who affirm a thing as de- 
livered from the Apoſtles, we have now 
ſo great a proof as is in this matter ſuf- 
ficient, nor lefſe then that by which 
wee diſcern the Apoſftolical — 
from thoſe that are not Apoſtolicsl, 
Whar they found in the Church , they 
held ; what they learned; they raught ; 
what they received from their farhers, 
they delivered to their children , faith 
Auguſtine, A Mathematical certitude 
is not to be required in all things, ſaith 
Ariſtotle, If one be pertinacious, he 
will as eafily finde eſcapes againſt the 
Booke, as againſt the Tradition Bur 
it became the Divine providence to take 
care, thar neither the Books in matters 
of moment, nor the wadition ſhould be
